your overpriced advertising space, then maybe we would have a real 
newspaper in this town.” 

Forsome reason, when people catch a newspaper screwing up in 
any way, they become the Butcher of Bucharest in their letters. 

I've written things for newspapers that had real mistakes in them 
— serious fact errors that made me go around cussing the whole day. But 
those things usually just attract one letter or one phone call — from the 
person most directly affected. Like, if you say someone was convicted on 
four counts and acquitted on three, when in fact it was the other way 
around, you can guarantee some lawyer is gonna be screaming in your 
ear that afternoon.

“I've never expected accuracy from someone who writes in such 
a shallow and pompous style, but | still expect you to occasionally bother 
to find out what the truth is. | refer to...” 

It's like getting letters from the sixth-grade teacher you hated— the 
one who only enjoyed herself when you screwed up. 

Listen, people, lighten up. We don't do it on purpose, okay?

Starving Swans 


Swans brought to the brink 
of starvation by a Euro- 

pean Union edict are stop- 
ping cars and “mugging” pedestri- 
ans for food in Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, England. For nearly 50 
years, about 200 swans have win- 
tered inthe small town, feeding hap- 
pily on effluent from the maltings at 
a local brewery. Their daily fare of 
grain and husks stopped abruptly 
when the river authority enforced 
European pollution regulations and 
halted the flow of untreated waste. 
“They leave the water and come 
knocking at our doors with their pow- 
erful beaks,” said one resident, 
adding that the swans roam the 
streets and obstruct traffic. Bird- 
lovers hope alternative natural food 
sources can be found before hun- 
dreds of additional swans arrive 
during the six-week molting season 
next summer.
